Caught in this position, the obliga- 
tion rests upon the motorist not only to observe the situa- 
tion but to wait until the crossing clear. 
automobile drivers seem to imagine that with the shift of 
signa] they given a clear right-of-way against inter- 
secting traffic. In this belief they recklessly start their 
machines regardless of persons who are already in the 
intersection. It the duty of drivers to exercise the 
greatest vigilance and care under such circumstances and 
not only to have their machines under control, but to stop 
and wait until pedestrians have had an opportunity to clear 
the crossing. Failure to observe these precautions consti- 
tutes negligence on the part of the driver, which, in cases of 
accident, is chargeable to him.” 

This habit of an instant start before crossing traffic 
has cleared is noticed in every city in the country. It is 
dangerous and undoubtedly this decision, which we have 
quoted in part, will be used as a precedent in future cases. 
Automotive organizations can perform a helpful role by 
warning drivers in their cities that presumption of guilt 
will rest against them in accidents where they have disre- 
gared this right of intersecting traffic to clear before start- 
ing their vehicles.
